LOS ANGELES (AP). — Senator Edmund Muskie hes. disclosed that 
he told Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin there is “a strong body of 
opinion in the U.S.” dedicated to reducing military spending, in hopes 
that this might influence the Communist leader. : 


The Maine Democrat, the leading 
Prospect for his party’s presiden- 
tal nominetion in 1972, said states- 
men “ought to understand that they 
are dealing not only with govern- 
ments which tend to represent one 
Point of view at a time, but that 
there is usually another body of 
opinion In the country which may 
represent another point of view. 


“When the Soviet Union is dealing 
with the U\S., they ought to under- 
Stand that not only do we have our 
Administration (President's) point 
of view,. which is legitimate, and 
represents the vlew of an Adminis- 
tration elected by the people, but 
that there 15 another one, and in 
dealing with the U.S. they ought 
to bear that in mind, and perhaps 
that would have an effect upon 
their policies.” 


FOUR-HOUR MEETING 


Sen, Muskie, who spent almost 
four hours in private conversation 
with Mr. Kosygin in Moscow on 
January 15, added that he knew the 
Soviet Premier was specially con- 
Cerned about defence spending. ita 
consequences for peace, and the di- 
version of resources Into armaments.

for workers 
from ‘areas’ 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 

The 25-30,000 residents of the ad- 
ministered areas working in Israel 
will soon begin to receive at least 
some of the social benefits -for 
which they and thelr employers 
have been contributing for the past 
two years. The Minister of Labour 
Mr. Yosef Almogi, announced this 
at a meeting with staff of the Em- 
Ployment Service in his bureau in 
Jerusalem yesterday, 

In order to avoid Arab labour 
being cheaper than Israel labour, 
enterprises employing workers from 
the areas have been required to 
Make the same contributions to the 
svclal funds and National Insurance 
Institute as for thelr other emplo- 
yees. Similarly, contributions were 
deducted from the Arabs’ salaries 
So that they would not have more 
take-home pay than their Israeli 
counterparts. However, due to the 


‘political implications of the situa- 


tion, thé Government decided to 
freeze these accumulated monies in 
a special fund, which-now contains 
closa to IL20m. 

Mr. Almogi announced that he 
will be able to make public within 
two to three weeks the exact de- 
tails of which sociai benefits, will 
be paid out ang by what methpd. 
It is understood that he has still 
to have some meetings with the 
National Insurance - Institute and 
other bodies to work out the final 
details. 

Till now, the only cover which 
the Arab workers from the areas 
received was for work accidents. It 
is not yet certain that he will now 
receive all the benefits for which 
he and his employer have contribu- 
ted, which include holiday pay, sick 
leave, children's allowances, pension 
fund, trade union fees, and Na- 
tional Insurance benefits.

Bid to put more life 
. into Stock Market

TEL AVIV: — A reorganization of 


trading methods on the Tel Aviv gin 


Stock Exchange, aimed at intro- 
ducing more life and interest in the 
stock market, has been approved by 
the organization’s Board of Direc- 
tors. The new method, which will be 
tried out for a three-month period 
starting probably on April 1, will be 
handled by Mr. Mordechal Einhor, 
securities manager. 

At present, customers place their 
orders with banks or brokers, The 
latter generally set off, buy and sell 
orders, that is, if one bank gets an 
order to buy 1,000 shares, and 
another order to sell 1,000 shares of 
the same type, it completes the 
transaction within its own offices, 
without going to the stock market. 
Thus, only an excess of bids to buy, 
or orders to sell,.actually reach the 
market. These transactions are gene- 
rally completed in the “first round” 
of trading where prices are fixed; 
although they may also be exrcuted 
in the variables where the prices 
fluctuate according to current sup- 
ply and demand. 

The new plan calls for advancing 
the day's trading, which now starts 
at 11 am. to 10 am. and reducing 
the amount of buying and selling in 
the opening round (at fixed prices) 
to the bare minImum. Most of the 
trading will be done in the variables 
where the prices fluctuate. 

Since the day’s trading will start 
a.fuli hour earlier, 2 man can go 
to his bank and broker, and ask to 
buy or sell. The bank and broker will, 
in the presence of the client, trans- 
mit bis order to his representative on 
the floor of the exchange, and the 
client will be informed within minu- 
tes of the actual selling or buying 
price. 

This procedure will not only add 
an “element of. interest and ten- 
sion,” but also side-steps the present 
custom of each bank offsetting its 
own. buy and sel] orders. It is also

MRS. ARBELI: 
Action essential to rescue the poor

If the Government does not do 
. something about poverty soon, the 

socio-economic inequality in Israel, 
which ia already comparable to that 
of the U.S., will deteriorate even 
further, Mrs. Shoshanna Arbeli- 
Almosiino, MK told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. ᾿ 

Mrs. Arbeli, who is the chairman 
of the Knesset Labour Committee 
which has been Listening to all 
sorts of evidence about poverty in 
Israel from all the agencies and 
Ministries concerned, announced that 
the Committee will be 
the establishment of an inter-Min- 
istertal Committee on Social Policy., 
This will be concerned with planning 
long-term social and fiscal policy 
based on the regular collection of 
economic and social data. 
At the moment, Mrs. Arbeli said, 
various ‘Ministries were dealing with 
essentially the same area. The Com- 
mittee must Include representatives 
of the Ministries of Education, 
Housing, and Welfare and its es- 
sential areas of activity should in- 
clude education, housing, wages and 
4ncomes policy and public assistance. 
Although the Committee was aware 
that soclo-economic inequality in Is- 
rael was now quite comparable to 
the U.S. and similar to that of 
Canada, they were dealing with all 
sorts of conflicting data ane “a 
poverty Ἀπὸ must be worked out 
every year,” she added.
